KIDNAPER ADMITS ABDUCTION 
DENIES SLAYING; EAGER TO 
RETURN FOR TRIAL

PENDLETON, Ore., Dec. 22.—One of the greatest man” 
hunts in the history of the nation is at an end. 

William Edward Hickman, asserted fiend-slayer of Marion 
‘Parker, 12-year-old Los Angeles girl, was in the Umatilla 
Covaty jail here tonight. After his capture at Echo, a small 
irontier town in the wilds of eastern Oregon, this afternoon 
had brought to a climatic close a hunt which lasted six days 
and consumed the energies of thousands of policemen, sheriffs’ 
posses, peace officers and organized citizen man-hunters. 

ADMITS KIDNAPPING 

Admiiting that he had kidnaped the little girl in Los An- 
geles a week ago today, Parker, in the Umatilla County jail, 
told questioning officials that he was innocent of the barbaric 
slaughter of the banker’s daughter. 

He is reported to have told officers that a man by the 
name of Andrew Cramer perpetrated them urder and quar- 
tered ihe little school-girl. 

IMPLICATES WOMAN 

A woman was also involved in the case, police learned 
from Hickman, as well as another man. Hickman claims he 
knew both parties but slightly, and that they made all connec: 
tions with him at his apartment. He did not even know their 
address, he stated and does not know the woman’s name, The 
Herald Hotel, San Francisco, was to have been the meeting 
pulese to divide the ransom money, Hickman declared.
